can touch man’s life. There is not a single gen- 

erality in its entirety. Every sentence in God’s 
Word is His own phraseology and fits into the entire 
Book with the perfection of bricks laid by a masterman 
of the craft. That is why no single portion of it may be 
neglected nor thought to be simply fill-in material. 


J HE GOSPEL IS the most reasonable element that 


No convert can doubt the authenticity of the gospel. 
Its truths stand out like blazing beacons on a dark and 
stormy night. Man can place his life completely in the 
folds of the Book and rest with the full assurance of 
safety in all situations. In God’s Word man finds the 
cures for his spiritual, mental, and physical ills. For 
poetical beauty and grammatical structure, it has no par- 
allel. For historical accuracy and factual profundity, the 
Bible can have no equal because it is the living Word of 
God. 


Turn through its pages at random, and you are struck 
with the power that fairly leaps up from every page as 
your eyes look at the words. That is one of the many 
reasons why studious Bible reading is so necessary. New 
beauties of truth may be constantly discovered, and old 
familiar books and passages take on new power and 
meaning. One profitable experiment will be found in 
simply opening the Book at random and reading every 
word on the pages. It will be found both surprising and 
blessed when the results are appraised. 


The reasonableness of the gospel is one of the reasons 
for its power. It is understandable, even though we may 
not know the reason certain books and passages are 
contained in it. We can rest assured that they were 


meant to be placed there, for different men, inspired by ~ 


the Holy Spirit, penned the Bible in different ages and 
under different conditions. And yet the entire Book could 
well seem to have been the work of a single in- 
dividual. In fact, it is the work of One Person, our heav- 
enly Father, Who used plain men of simple faith to write 
the words. Had the Bible been written by learned schol- 
ars and theologians of those days, its power would have 
been left out, and it would not have stood the test of 
time and reason. 


God’s Word is supreme truth. And truth is always rea- 
sonable and just. But when we think of God’s truth, we 
are letting our minds revel in the blessed atmosphere of 
spirituality’s origin and present fountainhead. There are 
scholars who have studied the Bible for fifty years and 
yet say they are still fledglings as students because more 
new truths reveal themselves each time a reading is per- 
formed. It is completely reasonable to apply the truths 
of the gospel to human life. In fact, it is the only thing 
to do because life is from God, the Creator of all life, 
and His Word to humanity cannot be anything but the 
most reasonable thing that can touch human life!

the imagination. Pungent and freighted with 

deep meaning, it definitely is a word of the Chris- 
tian vocabulary which has to do with a man and his 
position and state with God. 

With the breathing of this word “repentance,” im- 
mediately there flashes before my mind a picture of the 
broken laws of God, of unheeded commandments, and of 
violated precepts. Seeing generation after generation of 
humanity loaded with the weight of a thousand sins 
and staggering beneath an immeasurable burden, my 
mind reels and rocks with the impact. It seems that I 
can almost hear their moans and groans, their sighs and 
cries as they, aware of the magnitude of their transgres- 
sions, look into an eternal night. They are altogether un- 
done, cut off, hopeless, and helpless. They are doomed 
to despair—yes, they are lost. 

But wait; I hear the voice of God speaking from 1 
John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” 

Again I hear Him speaking, and this time His voice 
comes from Acts 3:19, “Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from the presence of the 
Lord.” 

Once more He is speaking, and this time His voice 
comes from 2 Chronicles 7:14, “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sins, 
and will heal their land.” 

My friend, we see that repentance is an avenue that 
leads to God and salvation. It is an open door that per- 
mits us to approach the Almighty God. 

Now let us turn our thinking to the subject at hand. 

Repentance 


FIRsT, I MUST tell you that water baptism is 
not repentance. Although water baptism is a command of 
the Lord to the Christian, it is not repentance. Baptism 
is to be practiced or administered after you have re- 
pented, have believed the gospel, and have accepted Jesus 
Christ as your Saviour. It is an outward testimony of 
the inward work of grace which has been wrought by 
the Holy Spirit of God. Water baptism can be received 
either before or after church membership, but it should 
never be received before repentance and salvation. No, 
water baptism is not repentance. 

Turning over a new leaf is not repentance. You may 
turn over a new leaf every day, but that is a million 
miles from being grafted into the true Vine, which is 
Christ Jesus. Turning over a new leaf is like tying roses 
on a thorn tree, putting a new face on an old watch that 
won’t run, or whitewashing the sepulchre that within is 
full of dead men’s bcnes. The new leaf will soon be just 
like the old ones unless the heart is right. Turning over 
a new leaf will never give you a new heart; only the 
Spirit of God can do that. No, turning over a new leaf 
is not repentance. 

Joining a church is not repentance. The Bible teaches 


R EPENTANCE IS A WORD to startle and to stir 
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that Jesus died to purchase the Church. Acts 20:28, “Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” That does not mean that everyone whose 
name is on a church book belongs to Christ. Before you 
are truly added to the Church, there must be a union 
with Christ. The Church is a haven of rest and a wall of 
protection to the Christian. It is, also a place of worship 
and of service for the child of God, and only born again, 
Bible-believing Christians should be received into the fel- 
lowship of the Church. Church membership is not repent- 
ance. 

But you ask, What is repentance? Bible repentance is 

Godly Sorrow 


, WRITING UNDER THE divine inspiration of 
the Spirit, the apostle Paul records these words in 2 
Corinthians 7:10, “For godly sorrow worketh repentance 
to salvation not to be repented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death.” 

This godly sorrow is not regret at being caught in 
your sins. It is not the sorrow of a man who, waking up 
in jail with a hangover, is sorry to find himself there. It 
is not the feeling of a child caught in the act of dis- 
obedience and dreading punishment. It is not the sorrow 
of the criminal apprehended and fearing the consequence 
of his crime. No, it is a sorrow born of deep conviction 
of wrong. It is the realization that you have sinned 
against the Son of God; it is the knowledge that you 
have displeased the Lord God; it is an awareness that 
in thought, word, and deed you have offended the best 
friend you ever had. Godly sorrow is a keen consciousness 
that you have sinned against the Trinity of God, against 
the Word, blood, and Spirit. Yes, friend, godly sorrow is 
the first step in Bible repentance. However, it does not 
stop there; you will notice that godly-sorrow works re- 
pentance. 

Real Bible repentance is action that will cause you to 
do something about your sins and will send you seeking 
after God. It will cause you to make your way to an altar 
of prayer. Yes, godly sorrow works repentance unto sal- 
vation.

can buy. In other words, we are organized to the hilt, 
and surely this is to our credit. Surveying the list, it 
seems to me that somebody is missing. Yes, it’s the boy 
and the girl! Without them, despite our organization, 
there can be no Sunday School. There can be no church 
of tomorrow! Then, in order to get the children, we must 
not so much organize, but evangelize! We must do it to- 
day! Now! It’s the only answer. It’s the greatest need of 
the hour. 


Youth of Today Are the Church of Today 


We must ever remember that the youth of today are 
not the Church of tomorrow. The young Sunday School 
scholars are the ones who will become the Church of to- 
morrow. The youth of today are the Church of today! I 
venture to say that a church without youth can quite 
easily become an organization, whereas it should be an 
organism!—quite a different matter altogether. Without 
youth, churches become pools—they should be rivers. One 
is stagnant; the other is “on the move!” Glory! Youthless 
churches in most. places are dead, lifeless, hopeless, help- 
less, powerless! What does this prove? Simply this—the 
youth of today are the Church of today, not tomorrow. 
I love youth. It’s lovely, dashing, vibrant! Thank God 
for our youth. 

The theme song of most of the orthodox youthless 
churches is “O God, our Help in ages past.” Because of

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their lifelessness, I feel like saying, ‘May God, help them 
in the ages to come!” Youthless churches stand as a 
mighty monument. Churches, with youth stand as a 
mighty magnet! Hallelujah! In other words, our youth 
of today are the Church of today, but what we are in- 
terested in is the Church of tomorrow! 


Church of Tomorrow Is the Sunday School 
Children of Today 


I FIRMLY BELIEVE that the Church of to- 
morrow is the Sunday School boy and girl of today, and 
as I see it, the only answer in forming this Sunday School 
is personal evangelism. Personal evangelism is the heart 
of the Sunday School. The heart of the Sunday School 
is the teacher’s voice! It was a voice that awakened little 
Samuel. It will take “voices” to awaken our Samuels in 
this wicked twentieth century world. 

I say this because the teacher’s “voice” of today is 
the Church’s gospel of tomorrow. The teacher’s gospel 
of today is the Church’s epistle of tomorrow. That’s 
right. Someone once said, “The pastor is across the street, 
the superintendent is at arm’s length, but the teacher is 
face to face! "“herefore, Sunday School work becomes 
the greatest institution for personal evangelism. 

A certain organization made a survey of its Sunday 
School work covering sixty-four years. This is what it 
discovered—95 per cent of its preachers, 85 per cent of its 
workers, 85 per cent of its converts, and 75 per cent of 
its organized churches were direct results of their Sun- 
day School work! This was wonderful, but an even more 
amazing find was made. It discovered that among the 
pastors, superintendents, and teachers they had given 
only 10 per cent of their time! Here is the point—in 
other words, they had received a 90 per cent reaping 
for a 10 per cent sowing! What an investment! What an 
opportunity! I tell you, brethren, it’s the greatest oppor- 
tunity that ever came our way. We ought to attack it 
vigorously. 

Marion Lawrence once said, “Save an adult and you 
save a unit. Save a child and you save a multiplication 
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table!” How true. The following is just one example of 
her statement: 


A TEACHER ONCE WENT into a boot store, 
and there he gave twenty minutes of his valuable time to 
the lad serving behind the counter. The result was that 
the lad was gloriously saved. Now here is the point. This 
lad eventually became the “father” of millions. Yes, that’s 
right; he was D. L. Moody! One teacher’s voice today is 
often worth a thousand tomorrow. Think it over, reader; 
you might want to start something around your neigh- 
borhood. I hope and pray you do, because I’m a firm 
believer in child evangelism. I’ve seen little children 
around ten years of age saved and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 

Polycarp was converted when he was nine years old, 
Bishop Taylor at ten, Bishop Simpson at four, Richard 
Baxter at three, John Fletcher at four, David Brainard 
around ten, Robert Moffat at ten, Matthew Henry at ten, 
and Adam Clarke at four! Then, of course, there are the 
thousands who have been converted at a young age but 
of whom nothing has ever been heard. What about it, 
neighbor? How do you feel now about child evangelism? 

It has been said that 60 per cent of all living Chris- 
tians were converted before they were fourteen years of 
age. Only one in every thousand ever gets converted after 
he has turned twenty. If this is correct, I’m afraid we 
shall have to change our views and ideas about child 
evangelism. We must now realize more than ever before 
that here is a golden opportunity. 

I repeat, personal evangelism is the heart of the Sun- 
day School, and the heart of the Sunday School is your 
voice—even if it is only one “crying in the wilderness.” 

Surveying the statistics quoted, I am convinced that 
child evangelism is the greatest opportunity that has ever 
presented itself. I hear someone saying, “Well, why is it 
that the Church is not going after it if it’s such a golden 
opportunity?” It’s a good question, and here is how I see 
it in answering this question. 


CHILD EVANGELISM IS a long-term policy, 
and that’s just where the devil has blinded us. Let me 
put it this way. When an adult gets saved, there is an 
immediate change, and the evidence is seen (2 Corin- 
thians 5:17). The individual stops blaspheming, stops 
smoking and snuffing, cuts clear from the world, comes 
to services, gets baptized, and is soon filled with the 
blessed Holy Ghost. It’s not long until he becomes a work- 
er in the church, and, also, a faithful tither! The result 
is that he is the talk of the town, and everybody goes 
about shouting and praising God. Now this is good and 
is all very fine, but here is the point. The new adult con- 
vert has left behind a dirty, filthy trail, say forty years 
long, and he has been responsible for scores going down 
to a lost eternity. Even suppose he is now filled with the 
Holy Ghost and is blazing a new trail, remember that no 
matter what he does for the Lord in the new trail he 
can never undo or cover what he did in the old trail. 
Remember, too, the new trail will be only about ten years 
long against the old trail of forty years. 

On the other hand, if a child gets converted, very few 
get excited, few shout and praise God. It’s a case of, “Oh, 
I see the Jones kid got saved last night; I hope it’s genu- 
ine—he’s so young, you know.” Why do people talk this 
way? I’ll tell you. When a child gets converted, there is no 
immediate change as far as outward manifestations are 
concerned, but I ask, “Why should there be?” He has 
never wallowed in sin; he has never blazed a trail of 
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unrighteous living forty years long; he has never been 
associated with the world; he has nothing behind him to 
undo, but I’ll tell you what he can do. He can, with your 
help, blaze a trail of holiness and righteousness fifty 
to sixty years long in the future. He can become a Church 
of God holiness preacher, and you'll have less trouble 
with him than you will with some who have known what 
it is to live in the cesspool of iniquity all their lives. Yes, 
sir! Many a preacher has gone back to his old haunts, but 
the preacher who was converted as a boy has no haunts 
to which to go back. Glory! No, sir, adult evangelism 
is a short-term policy, whereas child evangelism is a long- 
term policy; nevertheless, it’s the best one. Remember 
this, too; the long-term policy has a lighter premium 
but a heavier payout! Don’t forget there is going to be 
a payday some day. Will you be on the payout end? 
How about thinking it over, neighbor. The Bible says, 
“How shall they hear without a preacher,” Romans 
10:14c. 
Vision of Child Delinquency 


FoR EFFECTIVE EVANGELISM, we need 
two visions. One of the two is of child delinquency. Now, 
I know that as soon as I start quoting figures some will 
say, “Oh, yes, there he goes again; we’ve heard that 
stuff before; it has whiskers on it. We’ve heard that 
story before.” But just a minute, reader; isn’t that just 
the trouble about the story of the cross? We’ve heard it 
so long that it doesn’t affect us any more. That’s just 
what has happened about the truth of child delinquency. 

Figures have been quoted, editors have used huge head- 
lines, police have made threats, governors have made 
appeals, and we have become so familiar with it that we 
have become case hardened. Is it true? Surely, you 
know it’s true. Nevertheless, I pray that acts, facts, and 
figures will help us to catch a vision of child delinquency. 

Kenyon tells us that in 1787 the United States day 
schools had a 100 per cent religious training. In 1850 
the religious training was only 50 per cent. We are told 
that today it is somewhere about 1 per cent. It’s shocking, 
but that’s about how it is all over the world. 

Just prior to coming to the States, I was visiting one 
of my members when her little boy came in sobbing. 
When asked what the trouble was, he replied that his 
teacher had bullied him. When asked why he was bullied, 
he said that it was because he told his teacher the story 
of the creation was not a fairy tale but an actual fact! 
Even our modern universities are getting more and more 
brazen and outspoken about their views of the “Jewish 
fable Book.” No wonder the Herald of His Coming re- 
cently stated that 30,000,000 children in the United 
States had no religious training whatsoever. 

Dr. J. W. Henken, of the Missouri Lutheran Synod, 
said that 17,000,000 children in the United States had 
never heard the name of Jesus. It’s pathetic! We are 
told that 56 per cent of the nation’s crimes are com- 
mitted by Sunday-School-age children. The delinquent 
age level is between five and nine years of age. Neighbor, 
what does the future hold for our boys and girls? What 
chance have they to survive? None whatsoever unless you 
and I catch a true vision of child delinquency and unless 
you and I rise to meet the challenge and the opportunity. 
I tell you, brethren, child evangelism is the greatest 
need of the hour! 

Someone has said, “Ere a child is weaned from the 
breast, he goes astray.” How true. A certain evangelist

NEW YORK (EP) Time carried the 
following report recently: Despite 
Peking’s attempts to minimize the dis- 
aster, China’s worst floods in a cen- 
tury have drowned hundreds, made 
tens of thousands homeless, and 
turned an area the size of Missouri, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, and Mississippi 
into a quagmire of disaster where mil- 
lions soon might starve. 

Watching from his island strong- 
hold of Formosa, Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek appealed in the name 
of humanity to “all Chinese,” what- 
ever their political persuasion, and to 
all “forei friends” for flood and 
famine relief to save the mainland 
from disaster. He did more: he sent 
some of his own transport aircraft to 
drop sixty tons of rice over the worst- 
hit mainland provinces. The Genera- 
lissimo did all this despite the cluck- 
clucking of the U.S. State Department 
that such assistance ought not to be 
rendered to enemy regimes. In so do- 
ing, Chiang, a practicing Christian, 
showed more magnanimity, good 
sense, and imagination than the US. 
State Department.

IN AN ALABAMA CITY 

PHENIX CITY, Ala. (EP) Evangelist 
Billy Graham’s planned one-night re- 
vival in this one-time city of sin was 
called off after the town’s military 
boss said he would “not allow” it.

LONG BEACH, California (EP) A 
visiting Danish psychiatrist said many 
cases of alcoholism in husbands can 
be blamed on their wives. “Often we 
find that it is the problem drinker’s 
wife who is most in need of psychia- 
tric treatment,” Dr. Oluf Martensen- 
Larsen said. “The husband may not 
have been a drunkard when she mar- 
ried him, but the things that made 
him a drunkard were present then,” 
he said. 


THIRTY MILLION CHILDREN 
FACE CROWDED SCHOOLS 

NEW YORK (EP) The nation’s pub- 
lic schools open their doors next week 
to 30,673,500 youngsters—a million and 
one-half more than last fall. 

They will swing open on a dan- 
gerous picture: too few teachers, sub- 
standard teachers, classes too crowded 
for individual attention, salaries at a 
shameful level. 

School building is heavy but still so 
far behind the population surge that 
thousands again will attend in shifts, 
hold classes corners of school cafe- 
terias, study in shop showrooms, 
churches, synagogues, private homes, 
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steel frame “portables,” and in one 
Virginia town in a reconverted chick- 
en coop. The twin shortages, teachers 
and classrooms, have inevitably led to 
trouble. One of the worst is rowdy- 
ism and a breakdown of discipline so 
bad in big cities like New York that 
thousands are moving to the suburbs 
rather than —— their sons and 
daughters to unhealthy associations. 


SIGNIFICANT WORDS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) At his 
news conference of August 11, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower commented on these 
subjects: 

Breaking Soviet relations: We could 
not possibly serve our best interests by 
cutting off diplomatic relations. 

The United Nations: The world 
must retain a forum of this kind in 
which to discuss our differences. Our 
only hope is to improve this organi- 
zation, bring it closer in its effect and 
its operations to the great thoughts 
that inspired it and were written into 
its Charter. 

Preventive War: It is an impossibil- 
ity. There is no such thing. 


DECLARES REVOLUTION IN ASIA 
IS FAR REACHING 

EVANSTON, Illinois (EP) Dr. Rajah 
S. Manikam, Joint East Asia Secretary 
for the International Missionary 
Council and The World Council of 
Churches, reporting at the Evanston 
Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches, August 24, characterized 
the economic and social revolution in 
East Asia as “the greatest single de- 
velopment in the twentieth century.” 

“This revolution,” he said, “has 
broken the hold of the West over the 
countries of Asia and is now —, 
changing the conditions of life 
in these countries. Never before have 
so many millions of people taken part 
in such a rapid and radical social up- 
heaval. Within the last ten years, six 
new nations have been born—the Phil- 
ippines in 1946; India and Pakistan 
in 1947; Burma and Ceylon in 1948; 
and Indonesia, in 1949. The combined 
populations of these lands amount to 
something over 570 millions. These 
new nations are at present going 
through the birth-pangs of their na- 
tionhood, but are determined to pre- 
serve their freedom. Struggle for in- 
dependence is going on in other parts 
of East Asia, which are not yet free... 

“It is not the king nor the clan, nor 
even the village that is assuming im- 
portance in East Asia today, but the 
individual. Asian collectivism is fast 
yielding place to individualism, and 
often to modern utilitarianism. We are 
also witnessing a gigantic process of 
revolutionary change in the indigen- 
ous cultures of East Asia consequent 
upon the impact of ideas and institu- 
tions of the West. The rigid social 
structure built upon the acceptance 
of the vertical lines of family author- 
ity is being challenged. In most coun- 
tries of east Asia where women had 
been in virtual bondage women’s 
movements have registered phenome- 
nal growth. Public education is re- 
ceiving more attention; the impor- 
tance of the village school in the new 
Asia today cannot be over-empha- 
sized. The crucial problems of health 





and better provision of medical facili- 
ties are being tackled vigorously. Caste 
and class distinctions are losing their 
hold on the people. The radio is bring- 
ing to the village new information, 
ideas and insights, in a way never 
done before. The growth of the ver- 
nacular press is another recent signif- 
icant development. The Church in 
East Asia has a glorious role to play 
in this social setting.” Except in the 
Philippines, he reported, the Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic Churches 
are small minorities in the countries 
of East Asia. But the miracle of the 
age is that the Church does exist in 
= of the major East Asian coun- 
ries. 

“In spite of strong forces of opposi- 
tion to Christianity in many places,” 
said Dr. Manikam, “every one rec- 
ognizes that it has come to stay. 
Asian Christians on the whole now 
command the respect of their non- 
Christian brethren. There is a more 
friendly attitude toward Asian Chris- 
tians than at any other time.” Dr. 
Manikam also pointed out that “the 
Christian congregation in East Asia 
is a unique social phenomenon. There 
is nothing like it in any of the non- 
Christian societies. To join the Church 
and to remain loyal to its Lord, re- 
quires one supreme act of personal 
surrender and countless daily acts of 
obedience to Christ. Proclaiming the 
transcendant Word of God and being 
a community of Grace in tension with 
the political, economic and social or- 
ders in East Asia, the Christian con- 
gregations have a revolutionary sig- 
nificance in the Asian scene.” 

The main issues faced by the 
churches were outlined as: 

1. The challenge of non-Christian 
religions as seen in resurgent Hindu- 
ism, Buddhism, Mohammedanism and 
Confucianism. 

2. The new attitudes to Christianity, 
now that in most of East Asia, Chris- 
tianity is no longer being associated 
with colonialism or domination of 
western power. 

3. The confusing example of a high- 


ly divided Protestant church, now still - 


further exaggerated by the influx of a 
great number of sects which disre- 
gard even the simplest principles of 
cooperation. 

4. The Christian Church and Com- 
munism. This problem is faced in 
greater mass in East Asia than in any 
other part of the world. The major 
problem here is for the Church to 
train its members in the true nature 
of Communism and to be able to evan- 
gelize their Communist neighbors. 

5. The unfinished task: There are 
great areas of East Asia still entirely 
untouched, millions of people to whom 
the gospel is unknown. In the face of 
this unfinished task the churches of 
East Asia are sending their own sons 
and daughters into the front lines of 
missionary service. In this there is 
greater need than ever for ecumeni- 
cal cooperation. “The needs of Asia 
are so overwhelming, the tensions so 
acute, and the human resources of the 
churches so meagre, that nothing less 
is needed than the fullest possible use 
of ecumenical funds and personnel, in 
an ecumenical way.”

self. He had spent all in riotous living. His “good-time” 
friends were gone. He was hungry and by wanting the 
slop the pigs were lapping up, he came to himself. Broth- 
er, the devil may tell you that he will let you live in a rose 
garden, but you will find that all he has to give you is 
a pigpen. He will make your wives widows, your children 
orphans, your fathers fiends, and he will make of them 
paupers and beggars. I can’t understand why men and 
women, boys and girls will continue to live in the pigpen 
of the world, drink the swill of the swine, and die lost 
without God. 

The prodiga: son came to himself; he woke up; he 
wised up. The blind was lifted from his eyes, and he 
saw sin as the doorway to hell. He realized that the 
wages of sin is death. I can almost picture him coming 
to himself. With the stench of the pen in his nostrils, the 
sight of the swine before his eyes, the filth of his en- 
vironment upon his body and soul, his memory returned 
from the dark abyss of sin. He remembered his father’s 
house, the family fellowship, the joy, the laughter, and 
the table weighted with the fatted calves. My friend, that 
is coming to yourself—to fully realize what you are los- 
ing and to know full well what you could gain. Repen- 
tance is coming to yourself. 


Turning From Your Sins 


REPENTANCE IS TURNING from your sins. 
Ezekiel 18:21, “But if the wicked will turn from all his 
sins that he hath committed, and keep all my statutes, 
and do that which is lawful and right, he shall surely 
live, he shall not die.” 

Repentance will bring you to a complete stop, turn 
you around, and start you in the right direction. New 
thoughts will fill your mind; your eyes will delight in 
different sights; some old words will be dropped and new 
ones will be added to your vocabulary; your hand will 
quickly change from old functions and habits to new 
ones; your feet will walk in new paths. To use an expres- 
sion from the Bible, “old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new.” 

Repentance took Saul off the road of persecution and 
put him on praying street, the street called Straight. 
Brother, old-time Bible repentance will take you out of 
the back alleys and off the crooked roads of this old 
world and will put you on God’s highway of holiness. It 
will lift your feet from the muck and mire of sin and 
will plant them on the solid Rock. 

You might decide to live right and continue to live in 
sin; you might join a church and live in your sin; you 
might be baptized and continue in your sins; you might 
turn over a new leaf and remain in sin, but when Bible 
repentance is real in your life, you will turn from your 
sins. 

Repentance goes deeper than the mere external; it is 
born in a man’s heart, as well as his mind, and will 
affect his entire life. 

King Ahab 

When King Ahab heard of the judgments of God that 
were coming upon him, he repented. He went into action; 
he was filled with godly sorrow; he came to himself; 
and he went out of the sinning business. Because his re- 
pentance was real and genuine, God accepted it and 
withheld His wrath. 1 Kings 21:27, “And it came to pass, 
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when Ahab heard those words, that he rent his clothes, 
and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and lay in 
sackcloth, and went softly.” Not only did King Ahab re- 
pent, but after his repentance was accepted, he walked 
softly, also. 

Josiah ; 

The people had turned away from the living God and 
had turned to false gods. When Josiah learned of the 
judgments pronounced upon those guilty of this great 
sin, he repented. He brought about an outstanding ref- 
ormation among the people and led them back into true 
worship of the Lord God. As God looked upon him and 
knew the repentance of his heart and life, He had this 
to say, “Because thine heart was tender, and thou hast 
humbled thyself before the Lord, when thou heardest 
what I spake against this place, and against the inhabi- 
tants thereof, that they should become a desolation and 
a curse, and hast rent thy clothes, and wept before me; 
I also have heard thee, saith the Lord,” 2 Kings 22:19. 

Ezra and Israel 

When the stormclouds of God’s wrath and judgment 
began to gather over Israel because they had lost their 
separated position unto God, Ezra and Israel went on 
their faces before God in bitter repentance. This picture 
of repentance is found in Ezra 10:1, “Now when Ezra 
had prayed, and when he had confessed, weeping and 
casting himself down before the house of God, there 
assembled unto him out of Israel a very great congrega- 
tion of men and women and children: for the people 
wept very sore.” 

Job 

For almost a year, Job insisted that he was all right, 
that there was nothing wrong with him. He stood under 
the abuse and scorn of his wife; the subtle digs of his 
friends; but at last he saw the Lord. The Bible records, 
“Then Job answered the Lord, and said, Wherefore I 
abhor myself, and repent in dust and ashes.” After this 
Job received complete deliverance and restoration. 


No SANE, THINKING person can deny the 
need today for repentance. We need to repent on a na- 
tional scale. True, we have inscribed on our coins “In 
God we trust,” but written across our hearts is “unbelief.” 
In our minds we have come to lean on the external, 
material things we see rather than the God who is re- 
ceived by faith. America needs to repent! 

I cannot escape the feeling that we are in the valley 
of decision, that we are being weighed in the balances 
of God. It seems that I hear ringing from the hilltops 
of glory a voice, not the voice of Joshua, but rather the 
voice of Jehovah. He is crying aloud, “Who is on the 
Lord’s side . . . choose ye this day whom ye will serve.” 

It is my firm conviction that God is standing with 
outstretched hands. I believe the sky rivers of His mercy 
are running full. I am convinced that Christ stands at 
the door of a multiplied million hearts and knocks. I 
know there is sufficient grace and power to save every 
soul. Showers of blessings are in the offering. Pentecostal 
fires are ready to blaze into new life upon the burnt-out 
altar of your soul, but there must be askers; there must 
be seekers; there must be knockers. Someone must hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness. Someone must seek 
first the kingdom of God and His righteousness. 

My friend, America will repent only as you repent. The 
Church will repent only as you repent. Let each one of us 
have a godly sorrow, a coming to our self, a turning 
from sin, and a turning to God.

tells a story to prove this. A little girl of twenty-four 
months was on her way to a candy store. On the way 
she was waylaid, robbed, and left for dead. Suffering 
with concussion, she was found and sent to the hospital. 
The two robbers were caught but were not sent to jail. 
They were too young—only three and four years re- 
spectively! 

One could go on quoting case after case, but it’s not 
necessary, for we are all only too familiar with the truth 
of it. Our daily newspapers are constantly bringing it 
before our eyes with bold headlines. When I was in 
New York recently, the police had to admit that they 
had almost come to their wit’s end in regard to child 
delinquency. Recently, a certain mayor declared that he 
would have to enforce a 9:00 p.m. curfew on all juve- 
niles. To what are we coming? Where will it end? 


Even in South Africa child delinquency is a problem. 
I have a cutting with me now which reads, “Alarm at 
drinking on East Rand; Many girls think it smart to 
drink.” South Africa is alarmed! America is alarmed! 
Nations are alarmed! I would to God that Christendom 
would be a little more alarmed. 


Dr. A. C. Kinsey’s book, recently banned in South 
Africa, states that 40 per cent of Sunday School children 
in the States practice some sort of male-female play! 
Yes, he said 40 per cent! He went further to say that 
22 per cent of children practice preadolescent relation- 
ship! How well the Bible has declared, “The heart is 
deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked: who 
can know it?” Jeremiah 17:9. I say God knows it; hence, 
the Holy Spirit’s appeal “How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed? and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher?” If our voices are 
silent, then, of course, there is no preaching. 


PRIOR TO COMING to the United States, I 
was asked to preach on child evangelism. Naturally, I 
started to look for statistics, but I found that impossible. 
It’s taboo in South Africa. I eventually appealed to one 
of the Christian workers in the juvenile delinquency de- 
partment in Johannesburg. I have not the letter with me, 
but this is the gist of it. “Pastor Nipper, we are on Govern- 
ment service, and everything is strictly confidential; 
therefore, I can’t give you any figures. But this I will 
tell you. If South African mothers only knew of the 
heartaches and the sad stories we hear and the true 
position about child delinquency in South Africa, they 
would think twice about bearing children.” 


Yes, South Africa has its dope addicts, sex perverts, 
gamblers, juke box maniacs, and organized gangs, just 
like you have here in the States. It is true that it is not on 
the large scale as you have it here, but what’s the dif- 
ference. Be it small or great, our boys and girls need 
Jesus to save them and to make them every whit whole. 
When I was in Greenville recently, I was so glad to hear 
that the Greenville Church of God was waging a ter- 
rific warfare on child delinquency, and was organizing 
a drive aiming at bringing in 2,000 children. Someone 
once penned the following words: 
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The need of the world is Jesus 
To satisfy its longing soul; 
The need of the world is Jesus 
To make it every whit whole; 
The need of the world is Jesus 
To bear its burdens and cares; 
The need of the world is Jesus 
To answer its many prayers. 


How true these words are. Yet, there is something that 
is equally true. Just as they need Jesus—Jesus needs us! 
He needs us to go find and tell them. Oral Roberts 
once said, “It is later than you think.” Is it true? Surely 
you know it is. I tell you, brethren, the sun is fast setting, 
and it’s getting late. 


THE CHURCH of tomorrow will never be 
born unless you and I catch a vision of child delinquency 
and of child evangelism and start sowing the seeds. God’s 
heart’s desire is found in the words quoted by Jesus “Even 
so it is not the will of your Father which is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should perish.” Precious 
thought! God’s heart’s cry is found recorded in Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans, “. . . how shall they hear without 
a preacher” (your voice). I believe this is a challenge 
from God to our hearts. I believe that all heaven awaits 
your reply . . . so does hell! The future destiny of count- 
less thousands of our boys and girls are depending upon 
your reaction to this appeal. What will you answer be? 
May God help us. May God help me. 


Vision of Calvary 


Not only do we need a vision of child delinquency, but 
we need a vision of Calvary, also. A vision of child de- 
linquency can stir us, but it takes a vision of Calvary 
to move us! The Bible says in Proverbs 29:18a, “Where 
there is no vision, the people (including children) perish.” 


Summing up, let me put it this way. Where there is no 
vision of Calvary, there will be no real vision of child 
delinquency. (I say this because there can be no vision 
of lost humanity unless we stand in the shadows of the 
cross.) Where there is no vision of child delinquency there 
will be no personal evangelism. Where there is no per- 
sonal evangelism there will be no Sunday School. Where 


there is no Sunday School there will be no Church of to- . 


morrow. Where there is no Church of tomorrow, the devil 
will be in complete command! If you don’t think so, take 
a look at Russia. What we need today is a vision of a 
dying world and a living Saviour! I say pray for it, fast 
for it, fight for it, and then go to it! 

While it is perfectly true that we are living in the last 
days, an age of atheism and modernism, I believe it is, 
also, the greatest age for personal evangelism. The fields 
are white unto harvest, but the laborers are few. Will 
you pray? Thank you, but here’s the question. Will you 
go? Unless you speak they won’t hear. Unless you go out 
they won’t come in. Unless you go over, they’ll go under! 

Read again the solemn words of God to Ezekiel “Son 
of man, I have made thee a watchman unto the house 
of Israel: therefore hear the word at my mouth, and 
give them warning from me. When I say unto the wick- 
ed, Thou shalt surely die; and thou givest him not 
warning, nor speakest to warn the wicked from his 
wicked way, to save his life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood will I require at thine 
hand. Yet if thou warn the wicked, and he turn not 
from his wickedness, nor from his wicked way, he shall 
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die in his iniquity; but thou hast delivered thy soul,” 
Ezekiel 3:17-19. Paul was able to meet this challenge and 
say, “. ..I am pure from the blood of all men,” Acts 
20:26. I wonder whether you and I could testify thus if 
we were about to be called home? Before you answer this 
question, remember Ananias and Sapphira. I’m afraid 
many of us have blood-stained hands. Lord, help us! 


A story is told of a wild ninety-mile race against death 
which ended happily for George Swendel, age three, of 
York, Pennsylvania. A peanut had become lodged in the 
boy’s lung, and it threatened to strangle him. The father, 
an electrical engineer, borrowed an automobile to rush 
him to Philadelphia for an emergency operation. After 
driving furiously for twenty-five miles, a tire burst and 
the child was transferred to a police car. The police car 
took up the race against time but broke down because of 
overheating after traveling twenty miles. A second police 
car was commissioned, and the race against death con- 
tinued. The rest of the trip to Philadelphia was unevent- 
ful, and they reached the hospital accompanied by siren- 
screaming motorcycles. Within a very short time, the boy 
was on the operating table and a life was saved. 


When a child’s physical life is at stake, it seems as if 
no effort, time, or money are spared, but I wonder just 
how much time, money and effort are spent on saving 
a child’s spiritual life? It’s a question that you and I 
must answer, if not in this life then in the next! 


Go then, ever weeping, sowing for the Master, 
Tho’ the loss sustained our spirits often grieve, 
When our weeping’s over, He will bid us welcome, 
We shall come rejoicing, bringing in the sheaves. 


Beloved, it’s later than we think. Our boys and girls 
are drifting, and it’s going to be a race against time. If 
we start now, I think we’ll just about make it. Come on, 
brethren, let’s go.

have an aftermath which tries our faith. It may be 
well that such is the case. After all, it is in the dark 
valleys that Christ, the Light of the world, shines the 
brightest, and His presence becomes more real and His 
love more evident. There are no valleys without the bor- 
dering mountains. Even when we walk in the valleys, we 
have the privilege of looking upward to the peaks and 
knowing that in due time we shall be on them once more. 
Faith is only as strong as the pattern, for its application 
challenges us. We do know that our most vivid and last- 
ing impressions are mostly the results of our trying ex- 
periences in the valley and the victory gained through 
Christ who led us up and out. 


A VALLEY IS A depression in the surface 
of the earth. It is in depressions of heart, mind, and 
soul that we can more clearly know that God will supply 
all of our needs according to His riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus. It is in the valley that we learn to “trust in 
the Lord, and do good; so shalt thou dwell in the land, 
and verily thou shalt be fed.” Down in the dark valley 
we cry “from the end of the earth” and implore God to 
lead us to the rock that is higher than our despondent 
position. It is in the valley that we learn the verities of 
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the Psalmist who said, “Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul? and why art thou disquieted within me? hope thou 
in God: for I shall yet praise him, who is the health of 
my countenance and my God.” We learn to sing a new 
song of victory with the Psalmist as we praise Him and 
say with assurance, “The Lord is my light and my salva- 
tion; whom shall I fear? the Lord is the strength of my 
life; of whom shall I be afraid?” God grant that we shall 
take advantage of periods in the valley where the fact of 
His presence is so evident and blessed!
